Sumpter Twp. board votes, 5-2, to opt out of MMFLA

The Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees voted 5-2 to opt out of the 
Medical Marijuana Facilities Licensing 
Act (MMFLA) that would allow medical 

marijuana businesses in the township. 
This was at the regular board meeting 
with a large crowd on Feb. 13. Before board 
members opted out, they voted down, 
with the same 5-2 vote, the final item on 
their agenda, which was a proposal to opt 
into the MMFLA with 23 facilities in the 
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Industrial, Agricultural, and Commercial 
zonings. 

The two in favor of MMFLA in both 
votes were Treasurer Peggy Morgan and 
Trustee Sheena Barnes. 

During the public comment on agenda 
items only at the beginning of the meeting, 
Supervisor John Morgan invited the crowd 
to speak out on the MMFLA question and 
11 did. 

Mary Ban, long an opponent of MMFLA 
for Sumpter and against marijuana use, said 
MMEFLA would not enhance the business 
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environment. She asked for common sense 
and to be like Belleville and Van Buren 
Township who have opted out. She said 
she felt the whole issue was “under the 
radar” because many people she talked to 
didn’t know this decision was being made. 

Supervisor John Morgan said each board 
member had at least three weeks to go over 
the data from the fact-finding committee 
that had been meeting since November. 
He cautioned speakers that no one knows 
what Sumpter’s decision will be because 
the vote on the MMFLA is at the end of 
the meeting. 

Ban complained that the committee gave 
no numbers on the cost to the township. 
She said federal law considers marijuana a 
controlled substance and, if approved, they 
could have federal prosecutors in Sumpter. 


Trustee Matthew Oddy, who chaired 
the fact-finding committee, said there was 
no dollar amount given, but additional 
personnel would be needed. 

Richard Harris said the proposal doesn’t 
add up to him because it doesn’t benefit 
the majority of the residents. He asked the 
board not to opt in. 

Mary Herring said she was under the 
understanding that MMFLA was proposed 
in the Industrial and Agricultural corridors. 
Now Commercial is added. How did that

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US Ecology, VBT board discuss permit renewal for Michigan Disposal

Representatives of US Ecology and the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
discussed for an hour the newest permit 
renewal requested from the EPA for the 
Michigan Disposal Facility on the North 
I-94 Service Drive. 

Then, members of the audience were 
invited to join in with questions and 
comments and that lasted just half an hour. 

This was at the VBT regular board 
meeting on Feb. 6. The US Ecology report 
was at the end of the meeting. 

Alex Hurley, director of government 
and community relations for US Ecology, 
and Kerry Durnan, vice president of US 
Ecology, Belleville, gave the background 
of the toxic landfill and treatment facility 
that is reported to be the largest such 
facility in the nation, as to volume. 

The landfill has been in that place for 60 
years, but the permit being requested has 
nothing to do with the landfill, but with 
Michigan Disposal Treatment Facility, 
which is permitted separate from the 
landfill. 

Hurley said every 10 years they need to 
renew their permit. He said the physical 
footprint of the treatment facility is not 
changing, but the “expansion” referred 
to in the application is the addition of 
treatment capabilities in the same facility. 

“What we are permitted to hold is less 
than we have capabilities for,” Hurley said. 

“We are not seeking to expand the 
physical footprint of the treatment facility 
or the landfill,” Hurley said. 

He said they are requesting several 
additional waste codes, including waste 
from manufacturing with very low 
concentrations of dioxin. 

Hurley said dioxin is not new at the site 
and it has been coming there for years, 
usually in the soil from manufacturing 
sites. He said they had an additional 
request. He said they are asking that the 
daily maximum limit of gallons per day 
of dioxin that they can safely handle, be 
uncapped as to daily quantity. The total 
annual quantity allowed would not go up. 

Also, the treatment outside of the tanks 
is a safe and common procedure -- macro- 
encapsulation in a sealed container. 

Hurley said it makes no sense to treat a 
small test sample inside of a 50,000-gallon 
tank. They need an option to create certain 
treatment outside of the tanks, he said. 

The detailed questions and answers went 
on until six members of the audience came 
forward with their additional questions and 
comments. 

Durnan offered tours of the US Ecology 
facilities and Trustee Paul White offered 
to accompany any residents interested in 
a tour. 


In other business at the Feb. 6 meeting, 
the board: 

e Held a public hearing and then approved 
the use of the 2018 federal Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) 
funds, of which $76,581 will be used for 
improvements to Van Buren Park, $30,000 
for demolition of condemned buildings, 
$21,315 to offset the salary of the Senior 
Center Director and Deputy Director, 
$14,210 for Administration, and $5,000 as 
an estimate of funds that may be received in 
2018 from the Housing Rehabilitation loan 
and Demolition program, for an estimated 
total of $147,106; 

e Approved the second and final reading 
of Ordinance 1-9-18 (1) that revises the 
General Code of Ordinances Chapter 
82 on Traffic and Vehicles to include the 
Motor Carrier Safety Act. This will allow 
the township to have a weighmaster ticket 
trucks and in certain cases the fines will 
come to the township split with the local 
district court instead of to circuit court. 
“This is a notice that our weighmaster will 
be back on the streets this spring,” said 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara; 

e Approved the Donation Agreement 
to Schoolcraft College and Schoolcraft 
Institutional Scholarship to provide for 
the township’s 1986 Pierce Arrow ladder 
truck, that has been decertified for use by 
the state, to be given to Schoolcraft to use 
for fire training. In return, the township 
will receive two, fully paid scholarships 
for schooling of police officers or fire 
fighters, worth $10,000 each. Supervisor 
McNamara said the township was offered 
$3,000 to $5,000 on auction for the truck 
and when they put it on eBay, nobody 
wanted it; 

e Approved a six-month personal leave 
of absence for fire fighter Christopher Roy 
who has accepted a full-time position with 
another department. He has worked for 
the township for three years, but he needs 
benefits, said Fire Chief Amy Brow. He 
will be unable to fulfill the requirements 
for duty crew for six months; 

e Approved a revision to the Endowment 
Committee bylaws to change the time of 
the regular meetings from 1 p.m. to 11 
a.m.; 

e Approved the 2017 Planning 
Commission annual report, as required by 
Michigan statute. It was prepared by Ron 
Akers, director of planning and economic 
development; 

e Approved the re-appointment of Harlan 
Davenport to the Construction Code 
Appeals Board with a term to expire Feb. 
28, 2020; 

e Approved the appointment of Aaron 
Sellers to the Board of Zoning Appeals 
with a term to expire Dec. 1, 2018. Sellers 
had been serving as an alternate; 


e Approved the split/combination of lots 
83-110-01-0137-301 and 83-110-01-0137- 
302 on West Huron River Drive, necessary 
to correct a 20’ encroachment of parcel 302 
on parcel 301; 

e Approved a resolution authorizing 
submission of the Michigan Township 
Association application for the Township 
of Excellence Certificate of Achievement 
in Election Administration, as requested by 
Clerk Leon Wright, whose office has met 
all the requirements for the certificate; 

e Pulled from the 16 items on the Consent 
Agenda the Prepaid List of Jan. 25, 2018, 
as requested by Trustee Paul White, who 
wanted it to be discussed. He said he had 
trouble approving payment for things 
under “Board Other” where the receipts 
were missing. He pointed to such items 
worth $232.82, $124.93, and $243.32 and 
others. Treasurer Sharry Budd said the 
receipts that were missing were from the 
Senior Department, Museum, and Police 
Department and they have all been found. 
She said “Board Other” was used as a 
holding spot. She said the Visa bill had 
to be paid and the receipts turned up later 
and will be put into the right departments. 
White said allowing payment without 
receipts makes more work for the clerk’s 
office. Trustee Sherry Frazier called the 
procedure “sloppy bookkeeping” and 
asked why the different departments didn’t 
use their own budgets as holding spots. 
White said the bills should not be paid until 
the receipts are turned in. Trustee Frazier 
said she questioned a payment in January 
that was $332 for food during a three- 
day conference. She got an explanation 
that made total sense, but suggested the 


employee should split the bill with one 
party paying and the employee using 
the township credit card. She said she 
has concerns when experienced elected 
officials buy meals for someone else on 
the township credit card. After the question 
was called on a 5-2 vote the same 5-2 
approved paying the Jan. 25 prepaid list, 
with White and Frazier voting no; 

e Heard a report from museum director 
Katie Dallos that there has been an increase 
in museum visits from 3,859 in 2016 to 
5,641 in 2017. The popular quilt show 
is coming next month. Trustee Sherry 
Frazier said she would like to expand help 
for Dallos since the museum was closed 
from Christmas until Feb. 6 and maybe 
she needs someone to help her. Supervisor 
McNamara said he will be meeting with 
Dallos soon to go over her programs; 

e Heard a letter from Canton Township 
Police Department thanking Police Chief 
Jason Wright and the SWAT team for 
helping during the hostage situation at the 
bank. Supervisor McNamara said his wife 
works next door at Rose’s and they were 
locked down during the incident; 

e Heard a welcome letter from the 
Michigan Law Enforcement Accreditation 
Program. McNamara said the township will 
go through policies, procedures, records, 
training and have a police department like 
residents expect them to; and 

e In response to Frazier’s queries, Ron 
Akers said they expect to start the road 
upgrade on McBride in April or May, but 
he has been talking to James Williams from 
the school district and they might want the 
township to wait until school is out. 


Belleville Planning Commission 
reelects Steve Jones as chairman

Steve Jones was reelected chairman of the 
Belleville Planning Commission during its 
regular meeting on Jan. 11. Mike Hawkins 
was reelected vice chairman. 

The commission spent 90 minutes 
discussing changes proposed by library 
representatives for its library construction. 

In other business the commission: 

e Approved clarification of the sign 
ordinance, noting price signs should be 
considered included in Item C, along with 
date, time, and temperature signs. These 
would be non flashing or blinking. This 
gives the owner of the Marathon station at 
Five Points approval to change his prices 
electronically. Now he makes gas price 
changes by hand. The Citgo sign already 
has an electronic sign, which City Manager 


Diana Kollmeyer said was grandfathered 
in. The active DDA sign at Main and High 
is allowed by ordinance. The city had no 
control over the Belleville High School 
sign; 

e Discussed Rutherford’s concern with 
a zoning ordinance entry for accessory 
building roofs, with a need for moving a 
drawing. Or, possibly, it is a typo. Jones 
said they will look into it and not make a 
decision that night; 

e Discussed the Master Plan update and 
Jones said when Kollmeyer gets back from 
Florida they will be looking for a finished 
project to review. They possibly would get 
it next month. Commissioner Ronald Priest 
said enforcement of the ordinances is a 
problem and when they get some more tax 
money they should hire somebody. “Thank

48111 action now

Late last year, Clerk Leon Wright took 
official action to have the addresses of 
those in Van Buren Township changed 
from Belleville 48111 to Van Buren 
Township 48111. Since then people have 
been confused about the changes, especially 
those in Sumpter Township who are used 
to having their mail addressed Belleville 
48111. 

Now, several in Sumpter are getting their 
mail addressed as Van Buren Township 
48111 -- and they don’t like it. 

Mary Ban addressed the VBT Board 
of Trustees on Tuesday, expressing her 
frustrations. She brought along pieces of 
mail she and her husband got with the Van 
Buren Township address change, when they 
actually live in Sumpter. 

Clerk Wright said the addresses he gave 
to the director of address management were 
correct and he’ll make sure Ban’s address 
goes back to Belleville. 

Ban said she checked with officials from 
the City of Belleville and Sumpter Township 
and they said VBT never informed them of 
their Van Buren Township 48111 address 
change. 

Wright said he changed the addresses 
because it was part of a strategic plan 
developed in 2014, but three of the newer 
board members never heard of the plan, 
let alone endorsed it. Trustee Frazier said 
his move was not an official action of this 
board. In fact, Wright told the board after he 
made the change. 

“Change is always hard,” Wright said.

The Detroit Free Press reports that more 
than 71% of the trash at Carleton Farms in 
Sumpter Township now is coming from 
Canada.

The National Council for Home Safety 
and Security released a report last week on 
the Safest Cities in Michigan for 2018. Van 
Buren Township ranked 84 of the 134 on 
the list.

To identify the safest cities, they reviewed 
the most recent FBI Uniform Crime Report 
statistics along with their own population 
data and internal research. They eliminated 
any cities that failed to submit a complete 
crime report to the FBI and removed cities 
with populations under 10,000. 

The cities were ranked based on the 
number of reported violent crimes 
(aggravated assault, murder, rape, and 


robbery) and property crimes (burglary, 
arson, larceny-theft, and motor vehicle 
theft) per 1,000 people. These variables 
were then weighted, with violent crimes 
assigned a value 1.5 times (due to their 
severity) that of property crimes.

To the editor: 

We wish to express our concern in 
regard to the letter to the editor in last 
week’s Independent from Van Buren 
Township Clerk Wright, Treasurer Budd, 
and Supervisor McNamara pertaining to 
the U.S. Postal Service now using the Van 
Buren Township, MI 48111 designation. 
It seems to us that a separate zip code is 
needed to distinguish your wanting to be a 
“premier” community. 

We also do not want our drivers’ 
licenses to automatically reflect Van Buren 
Township 48111 on the address. We still 
want our address to be listed as Belleville, 
MI 48111.

To print salary, total 
compensation is callous 


To the editor: 

It’s that time of year again when the 
salaries and benefit compensation packages 
of local government civil servants and 
educators are printed in the Independent 


newspaper for public scrutiny. These 
union negotiated contractual employment 
benefits and wages are readily available for 
review by the public to anyone interested in 
discovering this information and it needn’t 
be put in the newspaper without offering 
a comparison of public sector wages and 
benefits for similar positions. Many senior 
citizens in our community who have been 
out of the work force for many years may 
not be able fully comprehend the structured 
salaries and health insurance packages that 
are common place in the market place 
today. 

Those of us, who are living on fixed 
incomes, may feel that certain wages are 
extremely high, but in some cases reflect 
two individual job classifications; such 
as the “cross trained” or more commonly 
referred to “blended rate” public safety 
officers. It’s a fact that several of these 
individuals are paid wages in more than 
one job classification and with the added 
health insurance coverage for themselves 
and their family members the cost is 
significant. However, if Van Buren 
Township had to hire other individuals to 
perform these separate job assignments 
it would increase costs even more to our 
taxpayers since these additional employees 
would then require separate health 
insurance packages. It would be wonderful 
if the township could afford a full-time, 
paid fire department, and someday we will, 
just not now. 

Pll be the first to stand up for our 
educators since teachers aren’t appreciated 
enough for the years of dedication that they 
provide to our school systems. There are 
never enough funds available to provide for 
all that they accomplish in their classrooms 
and most often they contribute some of 
their own currency to assist their students. 
There is additional compensation available 
for after-school organized activities, which 
require coaches or staff, but even this is 
minimal. Let’s face it, unfortunately there’s 
a greater chance of injury or even death 
for both students and faculty members 
in the academic world today. We see it 
more frequently and yet teachers stay the 
course and often sacrifice their lives for our 
children when these situations turn violent. 

As for our local government employees, 
these folks are the solid rock foundation 
that holds our community together. They

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don’t take their responsibilities lightly and 
many of them have years of experience 
serving our citizens. I hate to say this 
but most of them could be more fully 
compensated in the private sector for 
similar job performance requirements and 
longevity. To print the wages and “total 
compensation costs” for these workers 
in the newspaper seems rather callous 
and might even create a competitive 
environment amongst different bargaining 
councils and individuals in order to seek 
greater reward?

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Court Watching: 
Remus bound over to 


circuit court on assault, 
weapons charges

Following a preliminary exam on Feb. 
14, 34th District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green bound over Christopher 
Michael Remus, 47, to circuit court for an 
arraignment on the information on Feb. 28. 

After the victim testified, Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Phebie Longnecker 
said she was dismissing five of the nine 
original counts, but moving forward with 
the felony charges of felonious assault 
and weapons felony firearm, with the 
misdemeanors of domestic violence and 
reckless use of weapon. 

The victim testified that on Jan. 13 she 
was at the Elwell Road home of Remus, 
who was her boyfriend. She said she and 


her year-old son had been staying with 
Remus and his 11-year-old son for seven 
months. 

She testified there was a verbal argument 
that turned physical when she was packing 
up her belongings to leave. She said he 
grabbed her by the sweatshirt neck, ripping 
it, and held her against the door frame. 

She testified he said if she called police he 
would put a bullet in her head. She said she 
knew he was intoxicated. 

She said the police report said he grabbed 
her throat, but that wasn’t true. She said 
the red mark on her throat was caused by 
her necklace that rubbed against her throat 
when he grabbed her sweatshirt. 

The victim testified that Remus said he 
could shoot her because he had nothing to 
lose. 

She said she told him that his son was 
standing there watching, and he let her go. 
She went and got her child and came back 
into the kitchen and Remus was there, with 
a handgun on the island in the kitchen.

“I told him to go put his gun away and he 
went to the bedroom and put it on the bed,” 
she said, adding she reached around him 
and grabbed the gun. She said she unloaded 
it and set it down. But, he reloaded it and 
came back out to the kitchen with it, she 
said. 

“I was putting my bags on the porch and 
he picked up the gun and waved the gun 
back and forth, saying, “Get out.” 

“I got out. I knew he was intoxicated,” 
she said. 

She said she had contacted two friends. 
When she left the house she backed into 
the church parking lot across the road and 
when her friends arrived they backed into 
the Remus driveway, so she returned in 
her car. She said she was getting her things 
from the porch, when Remus said, “Hey, 
Mark. What’s up buddy?” addressing one 
of her friends. Then he said, “I’m tired of 
being cheated on,” and she heard a gunshot, 
maybe two. 

That’s when she got in her car and drove 
up to the corner where she put her baby in 
the car seat and then drove to the Van Buren 
Township police station. She said she told 
them Remus fired a gun and assaulted her. 

She said she got a text message from the 
phone of Remus’ son, which she believes 
Remus sent. She testified it said, “I should 
have aimed.” 

Under cross-examination by defense 
attorney Lowell Friedman, she said when 
Remus was waving the gun around, she 
felt fear for her son because of what Remus 
had said earlier about shooting her in the 
head. She said she didn’t actually see him 
reloading the gun. 

“I don’t think he would intentionally ever 
do that to me or my son,” she said. “I knew 
he was intoxicated.” 

Judge Green said, “... but you weren’t 
going to stick around and find out,” and the 
victim agreed. 

“Alcohol and a weapon were involved,” 
Judge Green said. 

Under cross-examination by Friedman,

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the victim said she didn’t know if the gun 
was shot in the air and she didn’t see him 
with the gun, just heard the sound. She said 
she was almost to the cab of the truck, 10- 
20 yards away, when she heard the shot. 

She said she and Remus had been drinking 
and she had three beers and a small drink 
out of a Fireball. 

Judge Green said they were lucky no 
one was hit, especially with the alcohol 
involved. She said it was an issue for a jury 
to decide. 

“He did end up shooting,” Prosecutor 
Longnecker added. 

Judge Green continued the $5,000 
personal recognizance bond and the order 
to have no contact with the victim. 

VBT Det. Mike Long was the officer in 
charge of the case. 

Randy Davon Gray 

Randy Davon Gray, 46, had his probable 
cause conference adjourned for three 
weeks, as requested by his court-appointed 
attorney David Lankford, who wanted to 
work something out with the prosecutor. 

Gray is charged with operating while 
intoxicated-third and driving while license 
suspended-second in Belleville on Sept. 10. 

Lankford said his client only had two 
previous charges and that was 24 and 25 
years ago. He said he wanted to see if the 
prosecutor would reduce the charges to 
misdemeanors. 

There was mention of the Sobriety Court 
and Judge Green said the prosecutors know 
she doesn’t want a felony charge to push 
somebody into a misdemeanor. And as far 
as the Sobriety Court goes, “I pick people 
who I think will be successful, not them.” 

“He was good all these years and then fell 
off [the wagon],” Lankford explained. 

Daniel Lavall Walton 

Daniel Lavall Walton, 37, waived his 
preliminary exam by video from the Wayne 
County Jail where he is being held on 
$20.000/10% bond. He is scheduled to be at 
circuit court on Feb. 21 for an arraignment 
on the information.

there,” she said. 

Kitty Cumberledge asked where users 
get marijuana now and Trustee Barnes said 
they get it from a dispensary or a personal 
care giver. Supervisor Morgan said there is 
no shortage of dispensaries in Ann Arbor, 
Ypsilanti, and Romulus. 

Brian Fennick, an attorney, said he 
assisted Ann Arbor with their language 
and he would be glad to help Sumpter. He 
said they are considering not capping the 
number of plants. He said the state is very 
close to a vote on recreational marijuana. 
He suggested the township consider 
processing at the cultivation site. That had 
not been considered in the proposal. 

John Fraser, an Okemos attorney, said he 
has clients who want to apply for licenses. 
He provided information on MMFLA. 

Kurt Nofz said he would hire local and 
wants multiple licenses. 

Kathy Paige said she doesn’t want 
Sumpter to step in this direction. 

Steven Edwards said as soon as 
recreational marijuana comes this will 
blow up. “We had the opportunity to go 
forward and all we gave our kids was a 
dump,” Edwards said, considering the 
board might not opt in. 

Linda LeBlanc said, “I don’t want 
marijuana in my back yard.” 

During the Board Response part of the 
meeting, which came slightly later on the 
agenda, Treasurer Morgan said she had a 
lengthy response. 

“I am disappointed with the facts or 
lack of facts presented by the fact-finding 
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committee,’ she began. She said Ken 
Bednark, who prepared the report on what 
the people think by compiling their letters, 
emails, and public comments, just gave his 
opinions and no facts. She said Bednark 
suggested people don’t want Sumpter to 
opt in and the board members could be led 
to believe it and come to the conclusion to 
opt out. 

She said at a fact-finding committee 
meeting Trustee Barnes questioned 
Bednark on having no facts and an 
argument broke out, but the chairman 
controlled the meeting. 

Treasurer Morgan said she personally did 
a study of the public’s opinions, noting 172 
people attended the committee meetings 
and she figured out, counting each person 
just once, that three spoke against opting in 
and 11 spoke against opting out. She said 
there were 13 total letters with 10 asking to 
opt out (one with 12 signatures) and three 
asking to opt in. There were two emails, one 
asking to opt in and one asking to opt out. 
There were 26 total. At the final meeting of 
the committee, there were 41 people there, 
with 3/4ths of the crowd appearing to want 
to opt in and 1/4 wanting to opt out. 

Treasurer Morgan then asked for people 
in the audience to raise their hands, first if 
they wanted to opt out and then for opting 
in. 

She then went over the committee 
report in detail, noting that Trustee Barnes 
was tasked with determining how many 
facilities Sumpter should have if it opted in

and she found the facts. Treasurer Morgan 
said Barnes cancelled a trip out of state to 
be here and spent $1,600 out of her own 
pocket. She went to seminars and did 
many things in gathering the information, 
Treasurer Morgan said. 

Treasurer Morgan said she decided to have 
her deputy send out emails to 22 townships 
who have opted in in the state, but then the 
deputy’s email went down. But she was 
able to get two back and Bangor Township 
said it made a quarter of a million dollars 
so far and it has 14,000 residents. 

Trustee Oddy agreed that Barnes’ 
report “was fantastic,” but Bednark was 
not present to defend himself. He said 
Bednark’s report appeared to be opinions 
because they were the opinions that people 
sent in. 

After the votes were taken, township 
attorney Rob Young was directed to 
prepare an official resolution for opting out 
for the next board meeting. 

Harris suggested the board reimburse 
Trustee Barnes for her expenses in carrying 
out her township duties and Supervisor 
Morgan replied, “We have rules on how 
we spend our funds.” 

At the end of the meeting, Herring said 
some residents said they were afraid for 
their physical well-being and that’s why 
they didn’t attend that night’s meeting. 

“Now what are we going to bring in?” 
Edwards asked. 

In other business at the Feb. 13 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved installation of a new furnace 
in the senior center offices at a price of 


$4,380; 

e Approved raising water/sewer rates 
by 13% as recommended by auditor Ron 
Traskos. Also, Republic rubbish pick up 
will go from $23.50 to $27; 

e Approved moving the polling location 
#5 from Bessie Hoffman School to the 
community center activity room at 23501 
Sumpter Road because Lincoln has closed 
the school and it is not suitable for a polling 
location; 

e Approved the contract for I.T. Right 
to start service on April 1 as computer 
technology provider for the Sumpter 
Township Hall, senior center and fire 
department; 

e Approved hiring Sonya Ingle as a fire 
fighter, contingent upon her successful 
completion of the required physical and 
drug screening; 

e After a two-minute public hearing, 
approved Community Development Block 
Grant allocations for 2018. Of the $73,044 
expected, $44,783 will be for senior center 
improvements, $10,957 for senior services, 
$7,304 for administration, and $10,000 for 
demolition of unsafe buildings; and 

e Heard attorney Young give a report on 
the consent order in the Nelson Po case 
and how Po’s funds that had been frozen at 
Chase and Bank of America were released 
and distributed.
